A resolution “deploring” pas- 
sage of the White Primary Bill 
has been passed by the Executive 
Committee of the Christian Coun- 
cil of Atlanta.

To the vastly complex Georgia 


Power Company, Preston Stanley 
Arkwright, its 44-year-old new 
President, has brought one quality 
which he holds of paramount im- 
portance, 

“Whatever else I may be, I am 
a Georgian,” he stated simply to 


the company’s department heads 
in his first official meeting with 
them -here last week. 


With Georgia on the threshold 
of her greatest industrial expan- 
sion in history, this plain state- 
ment, coming from a man whose 
company provides life-giving ener- 
gy to most of the State’s industry, 
is of more than passing signifi- 
cance. 

In human terms, it means that 
the -serious, balding young execu- 
tive was born in Atlanta, attended 
Atlanta schools and was graduated 
from Emory University with law 
and bachelor of philosophy de- 
grees. 


It means he is the son of the 
late Preston Arkwright, one of the 
builders of the present Power 
Company, with whose hopes for 
Georgia and the Company the 
young Arkwright grew up. 


‘But it also means that the man 
who will be guiding the Power 
Company through vexing postwar 
shortages, difficult problems of fi- 
nancing and an unparalleled $52,- 
000,000 building program will be 
moved in his decisions by a sym- 
pathetic understanding of his 
State and its people. 


As a young man Arkwright was 
President of Chi Phi, his college 
fraternity; for one year. He also 
was an expert horseman and a bet-

‘Black Market’ in Babies 
Brings Much

“Any couple making its own arrangements for a 
child is working blindly,” she said. “The husband and 
wife don’t know anything about the child they are 
going to get, what its racial strains are, what its tem- 
perament will be. They can’t even tell if the child will 
be normal mentally.” 

A tragic but perfect example of this danger in 
black market baby shopping occurred recently in an 
Eastern State when a childless, well-to-do couple made 
arrangements with an unwed woman to take her child 
after it was born. They paid the medical expenses and 
hospital bills. , 

The infant boy 
mother had legally surrendered 
months later adoption proceedings 
the local Surrogates Court. 

But when the child was 19 months old, the family 
was back in court again—this time with a petition to 
have the adoption proceedings annulled. 

Medical testimony showed that the child was con- 
genitally deficient and would never develop mentally 
beyond the age of nine months. The foster parents 
were heartbroken—and they wanted local welfare 
authorities to take over the responsibility of caring for 
the unfortunate child the rest of its life. ; 

Such a situation would never have developed had 
the couple gone through the slower, painstaking char gis 
of an adoption agency, where the children areqou- 
tinely studied by physicians and psychiatrists. 4 

Social agencies report more and more unwed moth- 
ers are keeping their children 

“But they need help of an agency or someone inter- 
ested in their problems,’ Mrs. Brenner said. “At first 
they are frightened and unsure of themselves and believe 
they can surrender the child but wants desperately to get 
it back later.” 

Such a case landed in court a short time ago. The 
young mother surrendered her baby to a friendly, 
kindly doctor who personally placed the child with a 
childless young couple who also were his patients. He 
did not know they had been rejected as foster parents 
by two agencies on the ground they were neither emo- 
tionally nor financially stable. 

Later, the young mother got a. job, 
have the child cared for during her working hours 
and went to work to get her baby back. She won her 
court case—but inthe meanwhile all the parties, in- 
cluding the child, had their lives seriously upset. 

Adoption experts are seeking desperately to find 
solution to the paradoxical situation which forces more 
couples into the black market while adoption agencies 
perfect their procedures until they are almost fool- 
proof.

“The job of the agencies is to make a family,” Miss 
Dorothea Coe, of the Spence-Chapin Adoption Committee 
said. “Nature makes it so pretty much anyone can 
become a parent, from the feeble-minded to the highly 
intelligent. 

“Parents can be men and women with absolutely 
no instinct for parenthood. We must see to it children 
are placed only with men and women who really are 
parents. We can’t just match up the child whose name 
is on the top of one list with the couple who are at 
the top of the other list.” 

All the agencies know the reasons the black market 
is popular. Unwed mothers try to make their own 
arrangements to give up their children directly to foster 
parents because it can be done quietly and because 
foster parents frequently assume the financial obliga- 
tions of birth. Foster parents by-pass the agency 
because they can get a child without months of waiting 
and without the close scrutiny the agency requires. 

“Cities, particularly New York, Chicago and San 
Francisco, are the meccas of the unwed mother,’ Miss 
Coe said, “because a girl believes she can lose her 
identity in the city.” 

In those large cities are a handful of agencies to 
which she can turn for help. One in New York City 
last year was forced to turn down 36 percent of the 
young women who sought its assistance because it had 
only a small staff and facilities for caring for a limited 
number of children. 

Miss Coe said she

“First we must protect adoption by eliminating—by 
law or otherwise—the casual placement of children 
without investigation,” she said. “This perhaps can 
be done by making everyone conscious of adoption 
and its current dangers. 

“Secondly, we must provide more and greater serv- 
ices for adoption. That means maternity homes and 
after-birth care so that a young mother may reach a 
decision on whether she wants to keep her child. We 
must give greater’ service to foster parents, too, and 
make them see adoption as the best substitute to natu- 
ral parenthood, not as a makeshift to repair a founder- 
ing marriage or any easy way to get ready-made fam- 
ily.”

We have given much lip service to 
teachers, have praised them as noble, sac- 
rificing creatures hardly lower than the 
clergy in point of public service. Yet, we 
have never taken much care to select them 
or to make the profession one which would 
attract the best. That it did attract many 
great teachers, willing to take the less- 
than-living pay and make the sacrifices, 
is a tribute to the.fact that there are per- 
sons who do wish to give their lives to 
of their fellow man. 
Today—with the raises—there are jani- 
who make 
more than the teachers of our young. 

It is important that we not merely ex- 
amine our school and our educational sys- 
tems in general, but that we also deter- 
mine to be intellectually honest in our ap- 
proach to the study and that we create a 
new, and true, set of values.

So many Spaniards 
were killed in the ensuing fighting that 
the encounter immediately became known 
as the Battle of Bloody Marsh. After be- 
ing led to believe that strong forces were 
at the disposal of Gen. Oglethorpe, the 
remaining Spaniards, still stronger than 
the puny colonial garrison, left the island. 
Never again did Spain threaten English 
dominion over Georgia. 

As a memorial to this victory Georgians 
should be proud that the remains of 
Fort Frederica, which still stand on 
the banks of the Frederica River, are be- 
ing dedicated as a national shrine. Al- 
though nothing is left of the village itself, 
the few hundred stout souls who occu- 
pied it and routed an attacking enemy 
force many times their number will live 
long in the memories of Georgians. 

Chiefly responsible for making Fort 
Frederica a national monument are the 
st.

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Objectivity? 
Or the Whole Truth? 


For a long time now I have been a voice cry- 
A ing in the wilderness of journalistic teaching. 
in I think that as newspapers generally we have 
not done the mass job of informing the people of the United States 
on matters about which they should have been informed, for the 
simple reason that we have been taught to worship a word— 
Objectivity. 
Truth, I want. But not objectivity. 
I want truth and not objectivity, for the simple reason there 
isn’t any such thing as objectivity, and cannot be any such thing. 


Not only that, there shouldn't be. 

Objectivity is a phantom. 

In chasing it we have dulled our stories. We too often made 
them frightfully boring, plodding. unfoldings of events, in which 
the words, like plowmen plodding their weary way, were strung 
together like mud balls when they might as well have been pearls. 

No story worth reading seeks to be “objective.” 

Truth It seeks, or should seek, two things—to tell the truth 

and to be read. If it tells the truth so dully that it is 
not read, then it has failed utterly, no matter how “objective” it 
may be rated. 

If it is to be read it must inform. 

To inform it must carry with it the weight of the reporter’s ex- 
perience, his background, his ability to use words, and his feeling 
for the story ... all this along with the facts, 

Any well-written story, which readers find “good,” must of ne- 
cessity carry with it some of the reporter’s opinion. I do not mean 
an editorial opinion. But, in writing it he cannot fail to give cer- 
tain weight and importance to the various phases of the story. He 
has an opinion as to what is the most important factor in it. 


Opinion This is all the more true if it be a good, well-trained, 

experienced reporter who is at work on the story. He, 
or she, uses his or her experience, or opinion, to judge and evalu- 
ate the story in putting it together. 

Therefore, as it appears, it represents an opinion, or an evalua- 
tion developed out of the reporter’s experience, training and ability 
to write. 

We simply have been making a 

And, in semantic confusion, we have 
a meaning it doesn’t really possess. 

We have been sending young reporters out with an admonish- 
ment that their first duty is to be dull—and unread. 

So, I have been going about the country for years, crying in the 
wilderness, saying that we needed good writing that would inform 
people, and not dull, “objective” assembling of “facts.”

Witness I am moved to all this by the recent speech, before 
the Georgia Press Institute, of Floyd Taylor, director 
of the American Press Institute, of Columbia University. 

He found newspaper stories too dull and declared there was a 
“need for more beneath-the-surface news digging by reporters in 
order to tell the reader not only what is happening, but the reasons 
behind what is happening.” He further admonished newspaper 
publishers-and editors “to make their papers more informative and 
more readable by hiring men who are specialists in different 
fields.” If one tells “‘reasons,” one must have opinions and put 
them in the stories. 

I was writing almost those same words, and speaking them, in 
1938 and incorporated them in an Atlantic Monthly article some 
years ago. So, naturally, it pleases me to hear this from the newly 
founded American Press Institute, which has for its purpose the 
teaching of how to make a newspaper more informative and better 
read. 

The press services are doing a fine job of telling us about the 
Winecoff fires of the country and the day-to-day eveagts, but they 
must share along with the newspapers the responsibility for ‘the 
fact that Americans get more informative and interpretive articles 
about Europe than they do of their own country. 


Politics Also, I have been crying in the wilderness about 

something else. I deny stoutly the accepted dictum 
that politics and the editorial comment should be separated ... if 
by editorial comment you mean to include factual comment. 

I think one of the worst crimes we have committed as news- 
papers is to allow irresponsible, extravagant and willfully distorted 
political speeches to be printed as news while we waited—of ne- 
cegsity—until the next day to comment and deny on the editorial 
page. 

There should be found a way to insert, perhaps parenthetically, 
when possible, the actual facts when they may be obtained from 
accepted statistics and records, such as the Bureau of Statistics on 
business, exports, imports, crops, foreign countries, and so on. 

Thousands of persons, reading political speeches which we 
faithfully reproduce as “objective” news, get false information and 
distorted ideas as to facts which are never corrected. “And the 
newspapers, radio and press services are responsible. 

Anyhow, the fact remains that newspapers and radio haven't 
done the job of informing the American public as well as we 
should have done. Nor have our schools. And magazines. One 
has but to listen to the quizz programs, to read the school tests, 
and the various information surveys and Gallup polls to know that. 

We've been trying to be so objective they haven’t read us as 
they would had we really given them a well-told story—and the 
why of it.

But, 
horror of horrors, her legs are crossed! One knee is over the other 
and, thereby, one ankle is exposed almost to the shoe top. 

The fact that she was alone in the room, that at worst none 
but her husband might thus see her, altered the disgrace not one 
bit. A lady simply did not cross her legs, even in private, and 
the shock experienced by the husband, at the awful sight, is voiced 
in no uncertain words as he reproves the immodest creature. 

Later, the husband worries about the health of his young wife 
because of the frequent changes in her complexion. When she first 
arises in the morning, for instance, her face is pale, almost white, 
yet when she is dressed for the evening her cheeks are quite rosy 
and healthy looking. He worries about it so much he wants her 
to see a doctor. 

It never occurs to him that a little judicious application of rouge 
explains the phenomena.

PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia, Feb. 

2—(UP)—The International Ice 
Hockey Federation, after four 
jours of stormy debate, today ex- 
pelled the Amateur Athletic Union 
from membership and then ac- 
cepted the Amateur Hockey Asso- 
ciation as the United States rep- 
resentative in the group. 

The action climaxed the first 
world-wide sports controversy | 
since the end of World War II' 
and came after a long-standing 
feud between the two rival Amer- 
ican groups. 

Threats to drop out of the Lihg, 
as the federation is known, were 
Voiced during the stormy meeting. 

The vote to expel the AAU was 
not a direct action but became 
automatic when the federation 
voted 15 to 2 to adopt a resolution 
barring from membership § any 
group which controls more than 
one sport. Thus the action was 
tantamount to expulsion, since the 
AAU governs all U. S. amateur

Gen. Brax 
ton Braggs apparently was one of 
his pet anathemas. 


Blackford, a true Virginian, had 
a fine disdain for the Northern 
Army in particular and Yankees 
(he never used the capital “‘Y’’) 
in general. He ridiculed the 
Norths’ lack of refinement and 
raged at times at their Army’s un- 
seemly conduct on the field of 
battle. He was a good reporter 
and posterity owes him a debt for 
preserving in written detail that 
portion of the war in which he 
participated. 

These memoirs were published 
privately in 1894, but were not 
circulated generally because it 
was feared it would step the 
toes of too many persons liv 
ing. 

This intimate, uncensored chron- 
icle is a valuable addition to the 
history of those stirring days of 
1861-1865.

of the best in the West. He began to 
plan for George John’s future almost

Then in 1933 Mr. Clark’s grown 
son, William Andrews Clark IIL.

$35,000 “flying office,” crashed from 
2,000 feet in Arizona and was killed. 

After that the housekeeper’s son 
began more and more to seem a 
member of the millionaire’s family, 
but no one knew how deeply Mr. 
Clark felt about the relationship until 
the middle of the next year. 

That was 1934; in June, Mr. Clark 
died suddenly of a heart attack. His 
will disclosed that in his last days he 
had been preparing to make George 
John his adopted son. 

Besides that, the will contained 
another surprise. It was the bequest 
which has netted George John $1,200,- 
000, the largest single bequest.

VERYONE id Mayfair said it was 
wonderful. Hugh Richard Arthur 
(;rosvenor, the Duke of. West- 

minster, that hearty prodigal, was 
going to settle down. Proud and beau- 
tiful Loelia Ponsonby, whose father 
was a friend of King George V, was 
his new Duchess. 

The wedding was a dazzling pag- 
eant and if the bride had any misgiv- 
ings about a man twice previously 
wed she hid them behind her cool 
smffe.- The vastly wealthy . bride- 
groom, a titan among London’s2land- 
lords, in a truly ducal gesture, gave 
all his tenants a free week’s rent. 

Then the Duke and 
Duchess, at a pier on 
the Thames, em- 
barked on his fabu- 
lous yacht, the Cutty 
Sark, and were off 
on their honeymoon. 

That was 16 years 
ago and at last the 
Duchess is Willing to 
admit that it was a 
terrible mistake. She 
is giving up what- His 
ever interest she may 
have in the Duke's 
great fortune. They 
are going to be di- 
vorced., 

The Duke, whose 
droll affairs with 
beauties of two con- 
tinents have been 
town Aopics, is not a man to hold a 
woman’s love. He is one of the rich- 
est landowners in the British Isles, 
one of the wealthiest of all English- 
men. If the devotion of a woman 
were to be counted as riches, he 
would be one of the poorest. 

At 57--the landlord of Berkeley 
Square, Park Lane, Grosvenor Square, 
Belgravia and Pimlico——-he faces the 
oncoming years without love, and 
without an heir. . 

The Duchess regrets this. She 
says that she tried to make. their 
marriage happy. Now she is content 
to live her own life. The Duke has 
seen to it that she won't -fare ill 
financially. 

When they were married he set- 
tled $40,000 a year on her and when 
they separated eight years ago he 
made her an allowance of $32,000 a 
year. Near Send, a beauty spot = in 
Surrey, she has a fine property with 
gardens and orchards, and there she 
will live. 

This, by most estimates, will be 
luxury, though modest in the eyes of 
His Grace, whose estates are valued 
at $80,000,000. He has sold some of 
the immense holdings he inherited 
from his grandfather but he still 
owns the heart of London’s rich West 
End; he’s London’s biggest ground 
landlord; and he has 30,000 acres in 
Cheshire and 1,000 acres in Scotland. 

Everyone calls it the Grosvenor 
fortune, and speaks of it in awe. 
Yet its beginning was modest. It 
started with a 17th century rake, Gen- 
eral Grosvenor, who in 1688 married 
Mary Davies. the daughter of an 
alderman. It was she who inherited 
a far-reaching truck garden, and it 
was the truck garden that was to be- 
come the present West End. 

The present Duke, inheriting the 
Grosvenor domain, began early to nip 
into it for lavish living expenses. but 
he couldn’t deplete it. Its rising value 
offset the cost of his escapades.

the leases ran out. His Grace, in 
another truly ducal gesture, raised 
all the rents, not very much, for he 
is called a good landlord, but enough 
so that his aggregate income has 
soared. 

Unless he spends it in a way more 
restrained than is natural for him, he 
will be talked of over teacups as he 
has been for a long time. 

The talk in the past hasn’t been 
confined to his spending. He’s been 
more noted for his improprieties. His 
brashness is said to have been what 
finally caused the open break between 
him and the Duchess. 

One night’ at a London party he 
decided abruptly to go home. When 
the Duchess said she 
wanted to stay, he 
strode off alone, 
glum and muttering. 
Later, when she went 
home, she found that 
she had been locked 


She spent the night 
at her father’s house, 
and she never quite 
forgave His Grace. 

During his earlier 
marriages the Duke 
was no more circum- 
spect. His first wife 
was the famous 
beauty, Constance 
Corrmwallis West, 
granddaughter of 
Mrs. Cornwallis 
West, leader of the 
Marlborough House set when King 
Edward VII was Prince of Wales. She 
divorced him after he had transferred 
his interest to a vivacious protegee, 
Wanda de Boncza, who was called 
“the prettiest flower eVYVer to come 
out of Czechoslovakia.” 

His second wife, Violet Rowley, the 
divorced wife of Captain Richard 
towley and daughter of the ship- 
owner, Sir William Nelson, found, 
also, that his fidelity was. brief. 

Once, on learning fhat he was en- 
tertaining the widowed young Coun- 
tess Poulett aboard his yacht at 
Cannes, Franee, she paid a surprise 
visit. The Countess, it appeared, had 
moved in. She occupied a suite of 
staterooms, surrounded by many of 
her belongings. 

The Duchess, in a tantrum, dis- 
posed of these. Everything break 
able, she broke. Everything else she 
pushed out of the portholes into the 
Mediterranean.

N the classic mysteries of fiction, it is usually 

the lodger who vanishes. But in the case of 

Eugenia Cedarholm it was the landlady. 

They called her Genie, She had a lovely figure, 
light brown hair, and eyes as blue, shining, and 
cold as polished steel. She also had an affinity 
for characters who were being hunted by the 
police, and who sometimes died full of bullets. 

Genie’s father, August, was a staid shoe man- 
ufacturer of Marieholm,. Norway. Her mother, 

Ingeborn, brought Genie to the U. S. when she 
was a baby, leaving the father in Norway. 

Ingeborn went into the business of running 
New York rooming houses, and did very nicely, 
although her clientele could hardly be called 
exclusive. Detectives often came to the houses 
but they never stayed the night. For many of 
the Cedarholm lodgers an alternate address was 
Sing Sing-on-the-Hudson. Bult Ingeborn Cedar 
holm thrived, and eventually she bought a four 
story dwelling at 338 Schermerhorn St., Brooklyn. 

(;enle was very popular, at the age of 25. She 
had a good many admirers, but she had trouble 
keeping them because of their unfortunate habit 
of dying suddenly at inconvenient times. 

There was Edward Jerge, a crafty young man 
who was called the “Dope King” of the Eastern 
seaboard. ‘They were often seen together in the 
best speakeasies of that period, 1926-27. One 
day Jerge was riding with a girl in down 
town Manhattan. In Herald Square anothe: 
car pulled alongside their sedan, there was 
a volley of shots, and Jerge was killed. 

She had another friend, James Brown, whom | is

escape from a Pennsylvania prison. Then there — aa R. SS SE ram 
was John Henry (scarface) Spencer, who was 
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executed by underworld enemies in Brooklyn, and 
Jerry Daniels, one of Jerge’s drug gang, who was 
murdered in Atlaptic City. They liked Genie, too. 

Genie’s mother, Ingeborn, died in the summer 
of 1927, and Genie inherited the estate, which was 
considerable, and included large bundles of cash. 
Shortly after her mother’s death, Genie got a 
new boarder. His name was Edward Lawrence 
Hall. He was tall, gray-haired, distinguished. He 
had traveled widely, usually followed by a posse, 
and he had left his fingerprints in some of our 
best police stations. 


HALL was in his late 50s, old enough to be 

Fugenia’s father. Eugenia fell in love with 
him at first sight and spent so much of her time 
with him that neighbors, seeing them together 
so frequently on the streets, began to eye them 
suspiciously and to talk. 

Perhaps Genie thought he’d be more durable 
than the younger lodgers. She was right. Edward 
Hall is still around, but Genie has been missing 
for 18 years. 

After her mother’s affairs had been settled, 
Genie and the elderly but handsome Hall went 
on what their friends thought was a honeymoon. 
They left the rooming house, and rented a cottage 
at Freeport, Long Island. They turned dver the 
management of the rooming house to Mrs. Adolph 
Carson, on a rental basis. 

‘Two months later Mrs. Carson received a letter 
directing her to vacate the Schermerhorn Street 
house, and turn over the keys to a Mrs. Alexander 
Reid. The letter was signed by Genie, but con- 
siderable doubt exists that her signature in this, 
or later communications, was genuine. 

50 Mrs. Reid took over the rooming house. 
As Mrs.~Carson had done, she paid her rent by 
depositing cash in Genie’s account in a _ bank. 

But before the second payment was due, Mrs. 
Reid received another letter, directing her to dis- 
continue the previous arrangement, and place the 
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rent in a safe deposit box at the Security Safe 
Deposit Company — a box rented by Eugenia 
Cedarholm and Edward Hall, jointly. 

Mrs. Reid thought this was pretty peculiar. 
She was about to visit the District Attorney, and 
ask for an investigation, when another investi- 
gation started, from another quarter. 

‘the house on Schermerhorn street had been 
condemned by the city. It stood in the path of a 
new subway extension. Having condemned the 
house, the city wanted to pay Eugenia Cedarholm 
$60,000 for it. But they couldn't find her. 

She hadn’t left a forwarding address. 

Eventually, of course, they did trace her to 
the Freeport cottage. The police went there to 
tell Genie the city wanted to give her the $60,000. 

They found the cottage empty. The beds were 
unmade. The dining room table was set for two, 
and it seemed that a meal had only recently been 
eai-.i. There wasn't any trace of Genie, or Hall, 
and nobody remembered having seen them leave. 
That was November 11, 1928. 

At first, the police simply sent in a routine 
report that Genie Cedarholm wasn’t there. 

But a few days later the owner of the cottage 
received a letter from Hall. He asked that the 
cottage furniture be. stored, and he added he would 
be away for some time. He was going to Europe, 
he said, with “his wife and child.” 

The police felt there was something out of 
the ordinary about this. ‘They uncovered Hall’s 
record, and the history of the Cedarholm room- 
ing houses. 

They discovered that none of Genle’s old 
friends had seen her for almost a year. 

They established that notes, supposedly in her 
handwriting, were of doubtful origin. 

Thoroughly aroused, they began to spade up 
the garden of the Freeport cottage. They dug up 
the cellar and tapped.the walls but found nothing.

Then they excavated the cellar, and the yards 
of the house on Schermerhorn Street. 

They didn’t find anything there, either 

They sent out a nation-wide alarm-—“Look out 
for Eugenia Cedarholm, and Edward Lawrence 
Hall, alias...’’ And they listed his aliases. 

Hall turned up in Philadelphia, charged with 
a minor crime, in March, 1929. He said Genie and 
the child had gone to Florida. He said they had 
been married, but a national search of records 
failed to produce proof of this. He said there was 


‘a child but there is no evidence of a child. 


He said his wife and child were in Florida. 
He wouldn’t give their address. They threatened 
him with everything from life imprisonment on 
down, but he wouldn’t give their address. So he 
was released, 


HkE hunt for Eugenia Cedarholm went on, but 

it became the hunt for only one woman out o! 
the many against whose name is written the 
word, “‘missing.” 

In New York City alone between 10,000 and 
12,000 persons are listed as missing every year. 
This doesn’t include the children who play hookey 
from school, or the teen-age girl who “runs away” 
with her adolescent sweetheart, and is found 
the next day. 

These are people who really disappear. Even- 
tually, almost all of them turn up. Only 420 are 
still listed as “missing” out of the 1944 crop of 
10,312, and within a few years most of these will 
be accounted for, experience shows. 

Fugenia Cedarholm, however, never turned up. 

In 1931, Hall was arrested again. He still con- 
tended that Genie was in Florida, and he still 
refused to give her address. But he added one 
more item to what he would say. He said he last 
saw Genie in Buffalo, New York, on Nov. 5, 1930. 

The police, naturally, checked Buffalo. And to 
their surprise they discovered she had been mak- 
ing regular ‘trips to. Buffalo, sometimes with Hall. 
But she only visited Buffalo because It was en 
route to,Chicago, and she only went to Chicago 
to visit “friends.” The “friends’’ turned out to be 
gangsters connected with the Jerge syndicate. 

Only the times of the Chicago visits remained 
hazy. When a surly racketeer admitted he'd seen 
her, and when pressed to explain when, he'd say, 
“I don’t remember.” 

The police established that Jerge, the “Dope 
King,” trusted Genie. At one time she held in 
her possession letters described as communica- 
tions from members of the drug syndicate in 
every part of the globe. ‘These letters have never 
been found. | 

But the authorities were tired of Hall's eva- 
sion. On Oct. 2, 1931, he was convicted of for- 
gery in Kings County Court, and sentenced to 20 
years in prison. He was convicted of having 
signed Eugenia’s name to the lease on the Scher- 
merhorn Street house, and collecting the rents. 
He was sent to Sing Sing. 

In 1932 Hall asked for an interview with the 
District Attorney. He said he and Genie had fled 
from the Freeport cottage because “the dope run- 
ners were after us.” 

Genie, he said, “knew too much.” She had been 
forced to go into hiding. He still contended her 
hiding place was Florida. 

He still wouldn’t give the address. He still 
loved her, he said. If found, she'd be killed. So 
they sent him back to jail. 


FeNIE was declared legally dead, after being 

missing for seven years, in accordance with 
the laws of New York State, on Nov. 11, 1934. 

fier father came from Norway and eventually 
the estate was awarded to him, including the 
$60,000 the city paid for the rooming house 

On July 3, 1944. Hall—-now bent and old—was 
paroled. He was paroled and forgotten, 

He was forgotten until the night before Christ- 
mas, 1945. He was wandering along the Bowery, 
the thoroughfare which for so many leads to the 
cemetery no matter in which direction they walk. 
He stopped a man and said he wanted to “make 
a connection to buy a gun.” 

Ife seemed quite frightened, 

The man turned out to be Detective Thomas 
Bannon and, of course, Hall was arrested, chareed 
with violation of parole and returned to prison 

Hie was released again early’ in 1946 and now 
holds a job as night watchman in a lumber yard. 

As for Genie with the light brown hair and the 
steel blue eyes, she may be anywhere. She might 
be in the center of a concrete block sunk in the 
Hudson River—-which is the way the gangsters 
of the ’20s permanently rid themselves of per- 
sons they considered “dangerous.” Or she may 
be in Florida, as Hall has always insisted, sell- 
ing orange juice at a roadside stand, growing 
azaleas, working behind a restaurant counter— or 
perhaps running a rooming house.

mutuel machines or Iron Men is that -no 

matter what the outcome of the race, 

they can’t be hurt except in the rare 
event of a minus pool. ‘The machine exacts the 
same tribute whether a 100 to 1 shot or an odds-on 
favorite wins. There is no case on record of a 
pari-mutuel machine doping a race horse. 

On the other hand, one horse can break a book, 
with the result that there are many recorded in- 
stances of bookies, through their agents, slipping 
a heavily backed favorite a slow pill or depressant 
in order that the money bet on him will be con. 
verted into clear profit for those behind the plot. 

In 1938 and 1939 when the bookmaking era 
was drawing to a close in New York, slow pills 
must have been a dime a dozer to the trade 
What happened during those two years at race 
tracks in the Empire State would have furnished 
the late Thomas DeQuincey with material enough 
to write an equine version of his classic, ‘“Confes- 
sions of an Opium Eater.” 

Official interest was focused sharply on the 
strange ailment that seemed to be attacking fa- 
vorites to the exclusion of all other horses, when 
Airflame, Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt’s handicap 
star, stopped in the stretch das if confronted by 
a hungry lion, during the running of the Catskill 
Handicap at Saratoga, August 7, 1938. 


Here was an outstanding four-year-old, owned 
by one of the country’s leading sportsmen, and 
winner of 15 races in 21 starts. Something was 
putrid in Copenhagen, that was certain, and the 
weird course the betting odds had taken before 
the race gave a strong hint in what direction the 
rottenness originated. 

Airflame had opened an 8 to 5 favorite for 
the Catskill, rose to 2 to 1, fell back to 7 to 5, 
and, then, five minutes before post time, jumped 
to 6 to 1. Were the bookies crazy or did they 
know something? 

The players, gullible as usual, hopped aboard 
what they thought was a rare bargain at 6 to l. 
And then they were off-—the horses, that is. Air- 
flame broke well, and under Sonny Workman's 
skilful guidance moved into a three-length lead. 
It looked like money in the bank for Airflame’s 
backers as the pack came around the turn into 
the home stretch, the favorite well in the lead. 

Then something happened that shouldn’t occur 
even to a Spitzbergen schnauzer. Airflame 
stopped. Merrie Lassie, a silly filly who was only 
lightly backed at 8 to 1, went on to win. 

As Workman walked Airflame back to the 
judges’ stand, it could be seen that something was 
wrong with the horse. He reared and bucked. 
His eyes were inflamed and distended. His glossy 
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J. H. Stotler, Vanderbilt tramer, demanded that a 
saliva test be taken of Airflame immediately. 

Meantime, the Pinkertons were called in. 
Sonny Workman told them that Airflame had 
been running well until he hit the stretch and 
then his legs seemed to give way under him. 
Grooms and stableboys swore no intruders had 
been around the Vanderbilt barns. 

At 7 o’clock that evening, Airflame became so 
wild in his stall, veterinarians were summoned. 
They: found the horse butting his head against 
the stall barrier and trying to kick the side slats 
out. Given a sedative, the horse calmed down. 

Eddie Grogan, head of the Pinkerton racing 
department, found out that the bookmakers had 
been loaded with Airflame money before they 
boosted the price--which was in direct contra 
diction of all accepted betting procedure. Every 
thing pointed to the conclusion that the bookies 
had inside information on the favorite. The nature 
of this was indicated next day when Airflame's 
Saliva test showed positive traces of morphine. 

Two days after Airflame’s’ dope-induced 
debacle, the Altamont Handicap was run at the 
Spa. Joseph E. Widener, one of the pillars of 
racing, owned Optic, classy four-year-old, which 
was an odds-on favorite. Pinkerton men kept the 
betting ring under constant surveillance as the 
most reliable barometer of another doping job. 

It didn’t take them long to suspect that some. 
thing was amiss when Optic’s price shot up from 
4-5 to 6-1. Capt. Dan Fox of the Pinkertons asked 
Trainer Coyne if he could account for the odd 
course of the betting. 

“It’s all a mystery to me,” said Coyne. “My 
horse should win like a 4 to 5 shot.” 


UT Optic didn’t. He broke fast as usual and 

took a commanding lead. At the second pole he 
slowed down like a meehanical toy on which the 
spring had unwound. The rest of the field shot by 
and Highomar, a long shot, won the race. 

Trainer Coyne, accompanied by Detectives 
Grogan and Fox, questioned Jockey Wayne 
Wright about Optiec’s strange performance. 

“He never acted like that before,” said Wayne. 
“Just folded up after the second pole.” 

The saliva test taken at the detectives’ re- 
quest showed the présence of morphine. 

A canvass of the betting haunts yielded the 
sionificant information that away from the track 
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as well as in the betting ring, there had been a 
heavy play on both Airflame and Optic but still 
some books were offering tempting prices to en- 
courage heavier wagering on these hot favorites. 

It just didn’t make sense, except to the detec- 
tives who were now convinced ‘that they were 
confronted with the handiwork of a clever band 
of operators specializing in stopping favorites. 


7wo doping cases within three days caused the 

Pinkertons to bring the U. 5S. Narcotic Bureau 
into the case. 

This move may have frightened off the doping 
ring temporarily. At any rate, nothing untoward 
happened for the rest of that racing season. The 
folowing June, the case became a live one again 
for all the agencies concerned when Sun Plume, 
a three-year-Old owned by Tony Pelleteri, New 
Orleans horseman, flunked the saliva test after 
winning a cheap claiming race at Belmont Park. 
Morphine again, the New York State Commis- 
sion’s laboratory reported. An investigation of 
the betting brought out the fact that, although 
Sun Plume was a good mudder and the track 
was sloppy that day, the books made Waichover, 
ridden by Don Meade, the iavorite just before 
_ post time for no particular reason. 

Pat McCarthy, Sun Plume’s groom, was called 
before the investigaters and said he had been 
around the horse’s stall constantly before the race. 
He said he went to lunch at 11 a. m. and lefi Pat 
Dwyer, the stable foreman, in charge. But when 
Dwyer was examined separately, he admitted he 
hadn't arrived at the stable until 11:10 a. m. 

Attaches of an adjoining stable provided some 
of the missing threads that wove a substantial 
fabric of evidence when they revealed that two 
men, whom they vaguely recognized as jockeys 
or ex-jockeys, had been seen around Sun Plume’s 
stables at 11 a. m. the day of the race. 

The New York Commission immediately sus- 
pended Pelleteri and his groom. There had been 
no suspensions in the other two doping cases in- 
volving more prominent turfmen but the New 
Orleans horseman felt the full force of official 
wrath. .When the racing public cried “Favor- 
itism,” the commission replied that Pelleteri and 
his employe had been set down for not providing 
proper protection for his horse before the race. 

Through the grapevine, the sleuths working 
on the baffling case heard that there would be 
“plenty of action” at the Empire City meeting 


the following month. Owners, trainers, jockeys 
and grooms were warned to keep careful watch. 

A week passed and nothing happened. But 
on the evening of Sunday, July 9, as Fred Lee, a 
friend of Frank Garrett, owner of Pimlico Queen, 
favorite for the next day’s Kenneth Handicap, 
sat in a beach chair outside the filly’s stable door, 
in the role of volunteer watchman, a groom he 
knew by sight came up and after several in- 
nocuous comments leaned over and whispered: 

“Would you like to make some easy money?” 

“How?” asked Lee. 

“Give your horse three lumps of sugar,’ 
pered the groom. 

“What will that do?” asked Lee. 

“Take three lengths away from him.” 

“You mean the Queen would lose the race?” 
asked Lee, springing to his feet. 

“Sure,” said the groom. Then, noting the anger 
on Lee’s face, he bolted into the gathering gloom. 

Lee at once got in touch with the Pinkertons, 
and gave them an account of his experience as 
well aS a description of. the man. 

“Sounds like Sam Maclsaac to me, 
of the detectives. “Let’s go.” 

MaclIsaac was located in a near-by jockeys’ 
hangouf and brought back to the track. Lee took 
one look at him and said: “That’s the guy.” 

Maclsaac tried to lie out of it but was trapped 
when the-gateman who passed him out of the 
track said he had left after dark and not broad 
daylight as he had claimed. Thus cornered, Mac- 
Isaac broke down. 

His story was that on the previous day he had 
been stopped by a man who asked him if he 
knew anyone in the Garrett stables. When he 
said he did, MacIsaac continued, the man offered 
him $100 if he would get someone in the stable 
to slip the lumps of sugar to Pimlico Queen. The 
stable hand was to get $300 for his dirty work. 

“This fellow gave me a match book with a 
‘phone number written inside the flap,” said 
MaclIsaac. “While he was talking to me, a man 
sat in a parked coupe near by, watching.” 

The ’phone number was the Jamaica railroad 
station. Jamaica city detectives, notified, hustled 
to the station but there was no one around 
answering to the description Maclsaac gave. 
Meantime, the Pinkertons turned up the im. 
portant information that MaclIsaac had lived at 
the home of Jockey Harvey Kenpler during the 
meetiny; a: the Lou ‘siand tracas. Kepvier had

When Captain Fox informed Grogan of the 
Keppler-MacIsaac connection, Grogan suddenly 
confronted MacIsaac and demanded: “Did you 
drug Sun Plume?” 

N-n-n-o.0-0-," stuttered the groom. 

“Who supplies the drugs?” asked Grogan. 

“IT wouldn't know,” said MaclIsaac. 

“All right, then. We'll bring Harvey Keppler 
here and he'll tell!” said Grogan, playing a 
psychological long shot. 

It worked. 

“Tl tell everything I know” whimpered Mac- 
Isaac. “Keppler can’t say I did anything. lie 
called me at 11 o’clock the morning of the Sun 
Piume race and told me about the deal. He was 
nervous and afraid. We went together to Sun 
Piume’s stall. Harvey had three pieces of carrot 
a man had given him. We had a dog with us. 
Harvey wore some of his jockey’s clothes. We 
looked around but there was no one in sight so 
he played with the dog with one hand and fed 
the horse a carrot with-the other. 

“Sun Plume chewed the carrots for a minute 
and then let them drop to the ground. Harvey 
picked them up and tossed them into the feed box 
and then we scrammed. Harvey got to a telephone 
as soon as he could and called someone up. I 
heard after the race that there was plenty of 
trouble because the fellows who gave Harvey the 
carrots lost a ton of money when Sun Plume won 
the race. He was supposed to lose.” 

Keppler was located in Saratoga and brought 
back to New York where he, too, had a yearning 
to “burst into song.” 

The Pinkerfons’ ears perked up when Keppler 
named Dick Hohman as his contact man. Hohman 
had been barred from race tracks 20 years before. 

Questioned about the man who had been sitting 
in the car outside the Empire City track the 
night MaclIsaac had propositioned Lee, the volun- 
teer watchman, Keppler identified him as Peter J. 
Panza, a gambler ond mght club operator. 

The doping plot was cooked up at a conference 
in Hiohman’s Jamaica, L. I., residence, Keppler 
revealed, and his reward for feeding the carrot 
to Sun Plume was $500. 

Keppier then identified photos of Hohman and 
Panza and named them as ringleacers of the con- 
Spiracy to dope favorites. tle said many other 
horses had been doped during the previous 18 
months that the authorities had never found out 
about because of the off cial practice of taking 
Saliva testis only of winners. 

Mdward J. Neary, district attorney of Nassau 
County at that time, ordered Keppler and Mac- 
Isaac held as material witnesses and had warrants 
issued for Panza and Hohman. Panza was ap- 
prehended while entertaining a party at a swank 
Loo sand nifht club, but there was no t-ace 
ol jionmman. While the authorities were looking 

for him, Grogan and Fox of 
the Pinkerton bureau found 
the motive for the doping of 
favorites.

NE night in October, 1939, detectives talled a 

woman friend of Lammister Holman to a 
ew York City subway entrance. When a man 
eome up the stairs and called to her, Grogan and 
Vox prabbed hit 

Lammister Tlohman had finally come home. 
Taken to lu:smeola, he was charged, aiong wilh 
Panza, with conspiracy to drug a horse 

The testimony of Keppler and Macisaac left 
Messrs. Hohman and Panza without a leg to stand 
on and so they pleaded guilty as charged in Nas- 
sau County Court, Oct. 31, 1939. Hohman drew 
a year in County Jail and a $500 fine. Panza was 
let off with six months in jail and a $500 fine. 

When the two were released from jail, thev 
were turned over to the U. S. District Attorney 
for trial in Brooklyn Federal Court for possession 
and use of morphine, a violation of the Harrison 
Act Both pleaded guilty again. 

This time Panza wasn’t so lucky. He drew a 
19 months’ sentence in the Lewisburg, Pa., Fed- 
eral Penitentiary whereas Hohman was sent to 
the same brig’ for a year and a day. 

Their singing accomplices, Keppler and Mac- 
Isaac, helped the authorities so much that they 
were turned loose with the admonition to go 
forth and sin ne more.

BRAKEMAN in overalls sat 

hunched over a railroad yard 

iunch counter, earnestly talk- 
ing to a well-dressed man, while he 
buttered and poured syrup over a 
stack of wheatcakes. 

As the well-dressed man raised 
his coffee cup, he glanced out of' the 
window and exclaimed, “Mike, your 
train is leaving!” 

“Huh?” The brakeman turned to 
look--then hurriedly jumped up. In 
the open deorway he paused to gaze 
back longingly at his untouched food. 
“That engineer never gives me time 
to eat,” he complained. 

“Wait a second,” the other com- 
manded. He dumped the wheatcakes, 
dripping with butter and syrup, onto 
a napkin. Hastily folding the napkin 
over, he thrust the bundle at the 
brakeman. “Stick ’em in your pocket, 
Mike,” he smiled. 

Mike hesitated—then, grinning, 
stuffed the bundle into his jacket and 
raced after the moving train, swing- 
ing onto a passing freight car. 

“So long, John,” he waved to his 
companion. “Take care of yourself!” 

The “John” of that story was the 
late John J. Pelley, then president of 
the Central of Georgia Railroad, and, 
at 48, one of the youngest presidents 
in the history of American railroad- 
ing. ‘The incident was characteristic. 

Even when Pelley later held the 
biggest railroad job in the world—-he 
was to become president of the Asso- 
ciation of American Railroads, and 
the boss over 130 American railroads 

he had as many close friends among 
brakemen and shopworkers as _ he 
did among railroad presidents. 

His ability to make friends who 
“swore by him” was the secret of 
his rise from the ranks. 

Pelley started at the bottom. When 
his father’s death forced him to cut 
short his studies at the University of 
Illinois, he returned to his birthplace, 
Anna, Ill., and got a job with a track 
maintenance gang of the Lllinois Cen- 
tral, to support the family. 

He didn’t remain a laborer long. 
He was placed in charge of construc- 
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tion of a small branch line. Unex- 
pected labor trouble threatened the 
project. He not only satisfactorily 
hanaled the difficulty, but completed 
the job ahead of schedule. and was 
promoted to track supervisor. 

“I was prouder of that promotion 
than of any I ever received later!” 
Pelley often told associates. 

Friendly by nature, Pelley, by the 
time he was made vice-president of 
the Illinois Central, knew every brake- 
man and conductor on his railroad, 
as well as hundreds of shopworkers. 

A former secretary relates how 
Pelley and he, while on an inspection 
trip, once overheard a conductor con- 
fiding to a brakeman that he feared 
his son, who was studying to be a 
doctor, would have to drop out of 
school for financial reasons. 

“Mr. Pelley gave no indication he 
had overheard this,’ his former asso- 
Clate continues. “But when he re- 
turned to Chicago, he wrote his per- 
sonal check for a sizable amount, 
and instructed me to mail it to the 
conductor, for his son.” 

Pelley’s fine record as vice-presi- 
dent of the Illinois Central resulted

in his being made president of a sub 
sidiary, the Central of Georgia. After 
he had held this position only three 
years, he was made president of the 
much larger New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad. 3 

Edward G. Buckland, chairman 
of the New Haven’s board of direc- 
tors, recalls with a smile how Pelley 
took over his new job. 

“He merely walked into his office 
one morning, unannounced and alone, 
introduced himself to the office boy, 
Sat down and started work.” 

Mr. Buckland recalls. that 
time later, when the .annual golf 
tournament for all New Haven em- 
ployes was held, Pelley, too, entered. 
He and a shopworker finished to- 
gether as finalists; then Pelley won 
the tournament cup. 

When Christmas brought out the 
New Haven Employes Choral Club, 
Pelley joined that also. “As a singer, 
he would have won no prizes,” Mr. 
Buckland comments. “Nevertheless, 
he tramped with the Choral Club 
through the snow to sing carols.” 

Pelley’s brilliant five years as 
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of the New Haven made 
him the unanimous choice for the 
presidency of the huge Association 
of American Railroads. 

Pelley was devoutly 
member of the toman_ Catholic 
Church—and proud of the fact that 
he never smoked or drank. He was 
what often is described as “a family 
man,” deeply devoted to his wife, Al- 
ma, his daughter, Mary Jane (who 
married an attache with the Union 
of South Africa’s diplomatic corps), 
and his small grandchildren, Johnny 
and Billy.

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continued as president of 
the Association of American Rail- 
roads for 12 years, until his death 
last Nov. 12. General Dwight W., 
Eisenhower, railroad executives and 
labor leaders were among his hon- 
orary pallbearers. One labor leader 
Summed up the attitude of the rail- 
road men with whom Pelley had 
worked so long and so well, when he 
said, after the funeral:

THE KOH-I-NOOR 
ARTICLE I 
FISHERMAN was the first to get his hands on it. He 
dug it out of the mud of the Godavari River in India 
9,000 years ago. It was a pretty thing, egg-shaped and 
shining, too pretty for the likes of him. 

Though it weighed close to half a pound, it soared out of 
his grasp, up like a balloon through rank after social rank until 
it reaehed the top. 

And there it stayed, right at the top, still pretty, but trailing 
now a lengthening record of disaster. Before long it had wrought 
more havoc than many a hurricane or earthquake. Crowns 
were won and lost in its name. After one look at it, men and 
women tossed their scruples overboard, intrigued, fought and 
committed murder. 

During most of its career it was nameless, Then, in the 
ecstatic moment of seizing it, an 18th Century Persian Shah 
exclaimed, ‘“‘Koh-i-noor!” (Mountain of Light). As the Koh-i- 
noor, first of the large diamonds, and third biggest ever found, 
it moved on through the years until it reached its present resting 
place, the crown of the Queen of England. 

In the shining facets of, this and others of the world’s great 
diamonds, whose sagas’ Will be told in this series of articles, men 
stand reflected as in a distorting mirror. Evidently they realize 
that the image is not a flattering one and are ashamed of it, for 
frequently they have been at pains to hide it under a blanket of 
superstition. 

Long before the Koh-i-noor acquired its name it acquired a 
superstitious motto. 

“Whoever owns it,” an ancient soothsayer declared, “can 
rule the world. But only a queen can own it and not be in 
danger of losing both throne and life.” 

So the first stone of its kind *became the first to be regarded 
as a symbol. It stood for power, and those who lusted after 
power were exonerated, more or less, in trying to get it. 

Since then, diamonds have stood for many things. The 
current record boom jin the market for them is the result of their 
symbolism. Never in the history of the world have they been 
more sought after. Three factors have led to this condition. 

1. The record number of war and post-war marriages, boost- 
ing the traffic in diamond wedding and engagement rings. 

2. The panic eagerness of people in war-torn areas to conceal 
their wealth or compress it into something that,could easily be 
transterred to a safety zone. 

3. Inflation fears, which have led the thrifty to clutch at 
diamonds as one of the few remaining symbols of stability. 

The panic-stricken and the thrifty are right: Diamonds 
always have been, are and no doubt always will be valuable. At 
bottom, though, every one of them is only a piece of carbon. 

By spending thousands of years polishing them and then by 
turning them out reluctantly—nature has given them some of 
their value. The rest lies not in them but in the eyes and hearts 
of those who own and covet them. 

So there’s not much to choose, really, between 
the Koh-i-noor and its diminutive cousin in a 
stenographer’s engagement ring. Although the 
former might bring millions in the open market, 
the latter a mere $100, they’re both only carbon, 
and the stenographer’s, symbolizing the love of 
her fiance, means as much to her as the father of 
diamonds means to the Queen of England. 

Nobody knows how the _ Koh-i-noor’s first 
owner, that ancient, anonymous fisherman, val- 
ued his pretty stone. 

He just liked it for the way it looked. Once 
it was snatched away from him and began to 
rise in the world, its shape and size and sparkle 
still appealed, but its value to its owners was 
determined less by these characteristics than by 
how much other people wanted it. 

For more than 4,000 years it lived a legendary 
existence, owned by Kings and Maharajas.

There had been a faint possibility 
Shah’s suggestion had been offered in simple 
ignorance and good faith. But as soon as the 
exchange was completed that possibility went 
a-glimmering, for he made not the slightest pre- 
tense of donning Mohammed’s turban. Instead, 
with a gloating expression, he unwound it. 

This was the great moment of the diamond's 
belated christening, a moment postponed. 4,739 
years. As the stone rolled out of its swaddling 
clothes, the Shah started back in wonder and 
pronounced that durable word, “Koh-i-noor!” 

If Mohammed entertained any lingering doubts 
about the perfidy of his harem favorite, they 
were soon dispelled. Diamond in hand, the Persian 
climbed aboard his elephant for the long journey 
back to Bagdad. ‘The only other person privi- 
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leged to share his hoodah was the harem girl! 
She didn’t even say good-by. 

Ironically enough, the Persian conqueror’s son, 
Shah Rukh, found himself in a predicament simi- 
lar to Mohammed's. On inheriting the famous 
jewel from his father, he immediately became a 
target for all the rulers roundabout. Aga Mo 
hammed, King of Mesha, took Rukh prisoner and 
demanded the Koh-i-noor as ransom. 

When his demand met with a flat refusal, his 
thoughts also turned to turbans. But he was not 
the man to go in for tricky switches. He had a 
plaster cast made in the form of a turban, filled 
it with boiling oil and then, anticipating the 
modern barber, inserted Rukh’s head in it. 

Despite his agony, Rukh refused to talk. ‘The 
matter finally was settled with the payment of 
a ruby, worth a mere million dollars or so. ‘The 
experience had a sort of delayed effect on Rukh, 
becoming in recollection worse than it had been in 
fact. At length he grew so jittery that he vol. 
untarily turned the diamond over to the King of 
Afghanistan, in exchange for protection. 


FALLING like an apple of discord among this 

King’s successors, the Koh-i-noor broke up the 
whole Afghanistan Dynasty. One of the royal 
grandsons fled with it to Sikh territory, and 
there it remained until British soldiers subdued 
the warlike Sikhs. 

In 1849 the Mountain of Light moved for the 
first time from its native East to London. The 
rigid personality of Queen Victoria, its new owner, 
thawed in its radiance It must be given every 
attention, she decided. So diamond experts, sum 
moned to London from all over the world, hovered 
around the Koh-i-noor, as doctors around a pe 
tentate’s sickbed. 

When at last it emerged from their hands it 
had lost a lot of carats.

TTACKS of common cold have 


been reduced by at least 40 
per cent in a group of persons 
by preventive treatments with “gam- 
ma globulin,” a substance obtained 
from the human blood plasma pro- 
vided by the American Red Cross. 
Intramuscular injections of the 
chemical were given recently to 70 
medical students by Prof. John M. 
Adams and Dr. Nathan Smith of the 
University of Minnesota Medical 
School, Minneapolis, once each month 
for seven months. Untreated stu- 
dents served as controls. ‘Thus it was 
found that the globulin definitely pro- 
tects one against “common respira- 
tory infections,” that is, common cold. 
The discovery proves that the pro- 
teins of the human body, probably 
the “gamma globulin,” can develop 
antibodies to fight the common cold 
viruses. Thus, the way has been 
opened for preparation..of vaccines 
for common cold.

throat irritation— -mild or severe cold, 
if it occurs following exposure to cold, 

The bacteriologist, however, makes 
a distinction between common cold, 
as a disease by itself, and influenza. 

Influenza is caused by two main 
types of viruses, A and B, for protec- 
tion against which four anti-flu vac- 
cines have been prepared. ‘They are 
not given to persons allergic to eggs. 

The “centrifuge vaccine,” says Dr. 
Wendell M. Stanley, is best. 

To the extent that symptoms of 
“cold,” of the so-called “grippe” va- 
riety, are due to the flu viruses, such 
vaccination would diminish “colds.” 
But, according to Prof. Alphonse R. 
Dochez, of Columbia University, there 
is a specific infection which accounts 
for “common cold” proper. 

The latest researches by Dr. John 
H. Dingle, of the Western Reserve 
University Medical School, Cleveland, 
show that there are two different 
types of “common colds,” each being 
caused by a specific virus. 

Prof. Dochez and Dr. Norman H.

Topping, of the National Institute of 
Health, Bethesda, Md., will undoubt- 
edly investigate both of these viruses. 

While in war service at Fort Bragg, 
N. C., Dr. Dingle took the “washings” 
from the noses and the throats of 
men suffering from head colds and 
sore throats. The “washings” were 
freed of all bacteria (germs). Never* 
theless, what was left contained con- 
tagious material. When it was 
sprayed into the nose and the throat, 
the stuff produced disease. Now, the 
material from the “nose cold” was 
found to be different from that from 
the “sore throat.” 

When, after a few days, the spray- 
ing was repeated, the nose cold re- 
turned, showing that the first attack 
had not rendered a person immune. 
But immunity, protection, against the 
other type of cold, the one causing 
sore throat, was established. Here is 
a clue which may lead to develop- 
ment of anti-cold vaccines which 
would be effective, at least, against 
one form of common cold. 

Artificial mercury lamps, generat- 
ing ultra-violet rays (of 2537 Ang- 
strom unit wave length), give out 


germ-killing radiations. Glycol and 
other chemical vapors also destroy 
germs floating in the air. 

During the war, these lamps were 
installed in the ceilings of soldiers’ 
barracks at Camp Sampson, Geneva, 
N. Y., and of the Great Lakes ‘Train 
ing Center, near Chicago. ‘The medl- 
cal staff in charge became convinced 
that common colds and other respira- 
tory ailments thus were reduced by 
one-third to one-half. 

The ultra-violet rays were pre 
vented by reflectors from directly 
falling upon the people below, for in 
excessive amounts they are injurious 
to the eyes and the skin. 

While carrying out biological war- 
fare researches with the most deadly 
germs and viruses, Prof. Albert Paul 
Krueger, of the University of Cali- 
fornia protected himself and his staff 
with ultra-violet- rays. 

Prof. O. H. Robertson, of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, has pioneered the 
use of glycol vapar for killing germs 
and viruses in the air. The vapor is 
safe for man to inhale in the amounts 
used. 

Just how much glycol vapor is to 
be used, and in what ways, under 
what conditions of temperature, hu- 
midity and air circulation, are prob- 
lems which the scientist is now en- 
gaged in solving through elaborate 
researches. For the present, he does 
not advocate general use of glycol va- 
pors in large halls, tunnels or homes. 
But the use of glycol vapor has a 
sure future, he thinks. 

Only about 17 per cent of the peo- 
ple seem to be really resistant to 
cold. In changing weather~—-especially 
in October, January, February and 
March. colds are common. The old 
rules of self protection are good: 

Eat a balanced diet. Sleep well 
and sufficiently. Avoid drafts and 
other chills, especially by coming out 
into open cold from stuffy, warm in 
teriors. Keep the feet dry and warm. 
Beware of dust, shaken from the 
clothes of persons with colds, 

Drink plenty of water or fruit 
juices and keep the body r-gulated.

NCE there were three nice people. They 
were: 
Newell Sherman, 220-pound scoutmaster 
and choir singer. 

His wife, Alice. 

Esther Magill, the object of Sherman’s infatua- 
tion. 

Sherman, descendant of original settlers of 
Sutton, Mass., son of land-wealthy Constable Louis 
Sherman, married the former Alice Dudley, a 
childhood sweetheart, in 1931, when he was 22 and 
she 19. Their first child, Janet May, was born in 
1933, the same year Sherman became acquainted 
with Miss Magill.

Yes, surely there 
must be a way out But the girl told him that 
she had made a mistake in going with him in the 
first place. It had never been any part of her 
plan of life to become involved in any way with 
a married man. 

On the evening of May 15, Alice remained 
home with the two youngsters while her husband 
went to a music festival and dance at Grange 
Hall. En route, he sent a cab to bring Esther and 
another girl, Elsie Parker, to the party. He and 
Esther were dancing together after the musical 
part of the program when Alice arrived with 
Newell's mother, 

“I wasn’t supposed to be here,” the wife told

said that the matter had gone far enough, that 
“it isn't right for you to break up a happy home.”

“If you think you can steal my husband, you’re 
mistaken.” 

Three nice people, generally regarded as nor- 
mal, average, products of generations of law-abid- 
ing citizenry. 

But the situation was not normal. 

However, by early July Alice Sherman had 
reason to believe that things were getting better. 
Newell seemed to have calmed down: he even 
showed some of his old affection. Her theory had 
been the right one, after all, she told herself. ‘The 
fires of his infatuation were dying out, 

On Thursday evening, July 18, Newell and 
Alice planned to ‘go canoeing on Singletary Pond 
(he was a skilful canoeist and swimmer) but it 
rained, so they postponed their little party until 
the following day.

On Saturday evening, Sherman visited the 
Nookto boathouse~at 7 and reserved a canoe for 
10 o’clock. From there he went to his church for 
choir practice. 

Later, he held his wife’s hand as she, light. 
hearted once more, stepped into a silver canoe at 
the boathouse. With a sure touch, Sherman 
guided the craft toward the enveloping, moonless 
darkness toward the center of the pond. Alice 
sighed and relaxed, breathing in the fragrance of 
the night, her face lifted toward the heavens in 
what must have been a great feeling of gratitude. 

Suddenly people ashore heard a woman scream. 
They heard screams, and after that they heard 
only the usual noises of the July night. 

\t 10:43, Sherman scrambled ashore near a 
Campfire Girls’ camp. Behind him, close to shore, 
was the canoe, bottom up. In stocking feet he 
stumbled over stones and through underbrush to 
the cottage of the camp caretaker, William 
Wheeler. “Bill, get up!” Sherman shouted as he 
pounded on the door. “For Cod’s sake, get up!” 

“Who's there?” Wheeler asked sleepily. 

“Newell Sherman. Come down and help me!” 

“What's the matter?” 

“A woman’s been drowned!” 

Wheeler threw on some clothes. Others joined 
them at the wharf. Sherman led a searching 
party in a rowboat propelled by Barbara Burr, a 
camp counselor. 

It was a fruitless search. 

state Trooper Albert Sheean was standing on 
the wharf when the rowboat returned. “Who was 
the woman?” he asked. Sherman replied: 

“Her name was Alice Dudley Sherman. She 
was my wife.” 

There were audible gasps. ‘Thirty minutes had 
gone by, and this was the first anyone knew that 
the victim had been Mrs. Sherman! 

“How did it happen?” Sheean asked. 

“The canoe tipped. I guess I got fresh or 
something—-turned too suddenly in my seat. |] 
tried to gave my wife but I couldn't.” 

He said the boat upset when his paddle caught 
under it. He'd heard his wife scream but when 
he reached the spot, he couldn’t find her.

He had done it for love of Esther Magill, he

“T thought that if my plans to get rid of my 
wife were successful, I woyld get Esther to marry 
me. She'd told me she wouldn't have anything 
more to-do with me because I was married, and 
so ] thought 1 thought—’” 

He covered his face with his hands. 

“I must have been crazy!” he groaned.

Newell Sherman couldn't be on hand when his 
wife was buried on the 23d But his mother was 
there, and her mother. They embraced over the 
yrave \nd as the casket was lowered into the 
earth, it cartied a blanket of roses and lilies with 
a white satin ribbon which bore the inscription 

“Wife. { From 8S.” 

The three nice people were reduced to one on 
the morning of Aug. 4, 1936, when Newell Sher- 
man died in the electric chair.
